Deathbed—The Funeral Arrangements 


Gov. Hill’s Tribute—Sketch of Mr. Conk- 
ling’s Career—His Wonderful Memory— 
The Famous Speech Nominating Grant in 


the Chicago Convention. 


New Yorn, April'l8.—Roscoe Conkling, the 
great Stalwart, all his stalwartness, phys- 
foal and mental, gone, passed peacefully away 
this morning. The death occurred at 1:50a. 
™. 
hope, and sat silently by watching for the end. 
At ll o’clock p. m. he was considered gone, 
but the light flickered for three hours longer. 
At nis bedside Mrs. Oonkling and ~ber 
daughter were weeping and watching for the 
Hnalagony. It came in a sudden pallor deep- 
ening over the shrunken features, ina few 
short gasps, a quiver of the frame, and then 
the seal of eternal repose fell upon one of 
the most tempestuous careers in American 
political history. Besides the sobbing wife 
and daughter, the final scene was witnessed 
by the ex-Senator’s nephews, Judge Alfred ©. 
Ooxe and Alderman Conkling,and his brother, 
Uol. Frederick A. Conkling. 

THE DEATH-BED. 

Mrs. Conkling and Mrs. Oakman were knee!l- 
Ing at the bedside of Mr. Conkling when he 
died. Mrs. Conkling had her Mand clasped in 
his. Mrs. Conkling left the room when the 
face of the dead Senator was covered, and 
went into her own room and fell exhausted on 
alounge. At4o’clock the undertaker calied 
@t the house with two assistants. They 
washed and laid out the body on a 
cooling-board, in which condition they 
paid it would remain until8a. m., when they 
would return and embalm the remains. After 
this process it will be dressed and placed ina 
coffin.

The Dead Statesman. 


Roscoe Conkling was born in Albany, N. Y., 
on October 30, 1829, being, therefore, over 58 
years of age atthe time of hisdeath. He was 
the son of Alfred Conkling, himself a distin- 


uished lawyer,who was member of Congress, 
Jnited States Judge forthe Northern District 
of New York, Minister to Mexico from JS52 to 


1856, and who died in 1874. Roscoe 
Conkling graduate from an Aibany 
academy in his 17th year, thence remov- 
ing to Utica, where he studied law. 


A few days after his admission to the bar, and 
when but 21 years of age, he was appointed 
District Attorney of Onedia County. In 1558, 
when he was 2%, he was elected Mayor of 
Utica, and was in the same year elected to the 
Thirty-sixth Congress. Meanwhile, he had 
married a sister of Horatio Seymour, his wife 
surviving the dead statesman, and came to 
the frontas one of the most prominent law- 
yers of Central New York. In 1865, having 
served almost continuously in the House since 
his election to that body, he was sent to the 
United States Senate, where he remained 
until the close of his political life in 1s8l. Mr. 
Conkling won an enviable reputation during 
his long term as Senator and Congressman, 
and was a poor man when be abandoned polil- 
tics. It was he who in the convention of 1880 
rallied the famous 806to Grant's support, and 
it was the bitterness in this contest that after- 


wards led to his retirement. Un May 14, 
1881, he resigned his seat in the Senate 
owing to certain appointments made 
by President Garfield, and which were ob- 
noxious to Mr. Conkling. He was not re- 
turned to the Senate, and has since devoted 


his entire time to an enormous and lucrative 
law practice in New York City, holding alto- 
gether aloof from politics.

OHI0’S HABITUAL CRIMINAL ACT, 


TheSupreme Court of the State Decides the 
Law Unconstitutional. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 18.—The Supreme 
Court handed down an !mportant decision 
yesterday in the case of Robert Patterson, a 
Miami County prisoner in the penitentiary, 
sent up on a five years’ sentence for burglary, 
which sentence will expire in 1890. This be. 


ing Patterson’s third or fourth term, he was 
marked for retention as a life prisoner 
under the habitual criminal act. That 
act was based upon _ the rineiple 
that a man who is convicted of 
three separate and successive crimes, is a con- 
firmed criminal, and shonld be restrained of 
bis liberty for the good of society. The attor- 
neys for Patterson took thecasetothe Su- 
preme Court for the purpose of testing the 
constitutionality of the act. The court de- 
cided that the law is unconstitutional, and 
Patterson will therefore be released at the ex- 
piration of his legitimatesentence. There are 
about half a dozen other prisoners in the pen 

itentiary whose cases are similar,and they 
must also be released when their regular terms 
expire.

Sheriff Ehlers of Franklin County, Mo., with J. P.

A part of the considerution was to be other 
roperty taken by the de 
endant at an agreed yaluation. The 
question presented was whether a customer is 
liable to areal estate agent for commissions 
where the contract of sale between the pur- 
chaser and the agent for the seller is verbal 
only and not reduced to writing, there being 
no evidence of any repudiation of or 
objection to the contract on that account by 
the proposed purchaser. All contracts for 
sale of real estate according to the terms of 
the statute of frauds must be reduced to 
writing but it has always been permissibie to 
waive the terms of that statute and umless It is 
set up and relied upon as a defense it is con- 
sidered waived. 

If the proposed purchaser on the facts 
here-shown made no objection on the ground 
that the contract was verbal, the seller in an 
action by the agent for his commission cannot 
successfully interpose that objection. If the 
purchaser was willing to proceed to execute 
the contract as a valid one and thereby waived 
the objection to its verbai form, the purchaser 
cannot take advantage of his own wrong by 
refusing to execute and refusing to pay com- 
missions for making the very contract which 
the seller desired made. 

The agent in this case did the service he was 
engaged to do, and so far as appears from the 
evidence the contract he made was not ob- 
ee to by the adverse party, but would have 

een willingly performed by the latter. There 
will be judgmentin favor of the plaintiff for 
$66.19 and costs.
